Canada is “passing through an acute 
labour crisis. Some ten days ago a general 
strike was declared in Winnipeg. The 
events which: followed were similar in 
some respects to those that occurred in 
Belfast a couple of months ago. The busi- 
hess life of the commanity was brought to 
a stand-still, and for a time the Strike 
Committee completely dominated the situa- 
tion. It went so far as to attempt to 
establish a Soviet. When this development 
i took place the Dominion Government acted 
swiftly. It hurried troops into the city, 
and the attempt was abandoned. The 
latest reports indi¢ate that the strike is 
collapsing, but that the situation is still 
serious. The vast majority of the citizens, 
who for a while were the helpless victims 
of the strikers, have organised themselves 
and are retaliating effectively. They have 
formed a volunteer police force and. fire 
brigade, and have regained control of the 
Bill’ onal IE Tae city.

i‘ Humanité, the Socialist paper in Paris, pub- 
lished yesterday evening a letter from Mr. 
Bullit, the “young American,” who was 
recently in Russia to make full inquiries into 
the state of affairs there, and on whose recom- 
mendation the Nansen echeme was adopted. In 
this letter to President Wilson the writer an- 
nounces his resignation from the American Peace 
Delegation, partly on account of the fact that 
the Russian people have “ not even been heard.” 
This drastic action, while showing that the 
Soviet rulers have still many strong supporters, 
shows also that their friends think that the 

“ cause” is lost. The Great Four cannot con- 
tinue to vacillate indefinitely. There is reason 
to think that, this time, the decision is final. 
Whatever the next step is to be, it seems at 
least likely that, provided it is a definite policy, 
it will be welcomed by the Russian people them- 
selves, if it sets a period to the misery of 
suspense and starvation that they have under- 
gone for so long. 

The move must clearly be to fix on one of the 
other parties who ero working to overthrow the 
Bolshevist régime, and to support this party 
with every means it may require to get into 
control of the Central Government. Before this 
party can succeed, however, it must secure the 
consent of the other anti-Bolshevist parties in 
Russia to aid its work, and to agree to recognise 
it when the task is accomplished. This 
recognised party will be required to give guaran- 
tees to the Allied Powers, whose assistance is 
being sought, and on whose recognition it will 
rely, that it will adopt as democratic a form of 
government es the condition of the country 
seems to warrant.

Moreover, the 
former German Government had already recog- 
nised the self-determination right of the Polish 
people, juet as it recignieed the injustice com- 
mitted in Belgium. 

In the Aniente’s communiéation of November 
Sth, 1918, transmitted to the German Govern- 
ment by Mr. Secretary of State Lansing, the 
idea of restoration of occupied territories is sub- 
jected to a more precise interpretation. It thus 
seemed in the German view self-evident that the 
obligations for compensation which were set
